4 cellulose, hydroxyethylcellulosjf, methylhyqfoxyethylcellulose and sodium 

5 carboxymethylcellulose. 



1 40. An instant release solid pharmaceutical dosage form for treating 

2 histamine-induced disorders, comprising an open matrix network carrying a 

3 therapeutically effective amount of descarboethoxyloratadine, or a pharmaceutical^ 

4 acceptable salt thereof, wherein the open matrix network comprises a pharmaceutical^ 

5 acceptable water-solubler or water-dispersible carrier that does not interact with the 

6 descarboethoxyloratadine, or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 
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
